Earth was 
rendered parad;acal from a total Purifica- 
tion by Fire; he therefore as he confeſſes, 
transferred the Millennium to the Renova- 
tion of it aſter the ſecond Death; and in 
this, he contradicted the Prophet, who 
placed it before that Period. Let us not 
concern ourſelves how God can accompliſh 
his own Promiſe, for he can do it by a 
thouſand Ways, which our narrow Minds 
cannot conceive, till it be effected.

tians, they appear great and awful from the

have been dreadful in Earthquakes, Storms, 
and Inundations, fince the Year 1755, par- 
ticularly, and indeed over all the World. 
The Number has been more than fifty in 
every Year from that Time to this Day, 
in all Parts of the Earth. 

7thly, As the Diſcovery of Chriſt being 
the Son of the Woman before the Fall, or 
Divifion of Adam, as revealed to John, Rev. 
12. 5. and to Dan. 7. 13. the World will 
ſoon ſee great Conſequences flow from it : 


L again aſſert, that the Nazarite began in

Vet it will not be long, before it 
will be found, not of a private Nature, but 
given to the Church at this Time, haſtening 
to a happy Period, marked out by Myſes, 
and to be fulfilled by his Maſter, Jeſus

H E Signs of Times, ſpoken of by our Xe 6 
Lord, regard the Times and Seaſons Kaoru; 
prefigured under Maſes for their Completion Att 1. 


under the Goſpel. The firſt Treatiſe pub- 
liſhed by me on the Number Seven, eſta- 
bliſhes two Points; the firſt ſhews the 
Ground of expecting ſome eminent Revo- 
lution in the Kingdom of fa/len Nature, 
called Babylon the Great, on a ſeventh Pe- 
riod of equal Time: The ſecond ſhews the 
Agreement of Gofpel-time, with the Fi- 
ares of it under Maſes. 

All the Sevens in the Law catry only two 
Views, that of ſeven Spirits to be renewed in 
Man, and that of a Period of Time when 
theſe Spirits ſhall be again reſtored. The 
deep Senſe of theſe Spirits has been opened 
in every Treatiſe of mine; to which I re- 
fer for a fuller Knowledge of them.

ſhall reign for ever and ever. 

I ſhall now conclude with what I ſaid at 
the End of the Voice of Glad-tidings to 
Jews and Gentiles, in the Myſteries of the 
firſt-born and ſirſt fruits publiſhed in the 
Year 1763 p. 230. 

We are now in a very deplorable Ape of 
the World. When neither the Fear nor 
Love of God have any due Influence on the 
Generality of Mankind; and yet this Cor- 
ruption, almoſt total, has not come to 
paſs, becauſe the Terrors of the Lord have 
not been preached through every Age, what- 
ever other Cauſes may have given birth to 
ſo great a Depravity of Manners. 

The time of the Day, in which we now 
move on, is very extraordinary in a prophe- - 
tical View, as it is towards the great Sixth 
Day, Sixth Month, and Sixth Year of the 
World before the Seventh or Sabbath of

God, as Divine Wiſdom has ſet up S775 and 
Figures of Times in Days, Weeks, Months 
and Years, under Moles. It is alio a Period 
remarkable in an outward View of Nature 
and in the Power of the planetary Influ- 
ences and Configurations, as no Time can 
ſhew ſuch a Srcceſion of Earthquakes in all 
Parts of the Globe, and Commotions of Wa- 
ters in ſo ſmall a Circle of Time, as a few 
Years paſt, as well as other affliting and 
feartul Phenomena in violent She and 
Tempeſts, Inundations, and uncommon 
Rains and Hail, and in the ſudden Extremes 
of Heat and Cold, which muſt have their 
Ground and Cauſe in the Impreſſions and 
Activities of the heavenly Powers.—The

From the Year 1755, when Lisbon was 
deſtroyed, we have had more than nine hun- 
dred Earthquakes. 1755 is five Years be- 
yond the Time of our Saviour's Death on 
the Croſs, when Earthquakes followed his 
ſtrong Cries on the Evening of the Sixt Day 
of the Week: It was juſt paſt /hbree of the 
Check, at the Ninth Hour, when Liſbon was 
deſtroyed ; and Chriſt has been ſpeaking to 
the World ſince, and will continue to ſpeak 
in Earthquakes and other Signs in Times and 
Nature too, and yet, when he comes, ſhall 
he find Faith on Earth? Infidelity and 
Wickedneſs will go hand in hand, and trea- 
ſure up Wrath againſt the Day of Wrath, 
iin the Evening of this /ixth great Day 
of the World. 

N. B. According to the my/tical Way of 
reckoning the ſeven Days of the Week for 
ſeven thouſand Years, ſo anciently under- 
ſtood by the Jews, and from them by the 
Chiſtian Church, (as Mede and Burnet have 
ſhewn ſufficiently in their Works,) we ſtand 
now in the Sixth Day of the Week, and 
have paſſed beyond three parts out of four of 
this Day.

Kingdom, which conſiſts in propheſying, or 
/ interpreting the ſpiritual Senſe of the Types 
and Shadows of the Law : For the Goſpel 
is only the Law unvailed in the Perſon of 
Jeſus Chriſt, But how ſhall we penetrate 
the Truth and Spirit concealed under the 
Figures, unleſs by comparing one with the 
other. From the neglect of this, the two 
Revelations of the Figure by Moſes, and 
of the Spirit by Chriſt, are ſo partially and 
darkly underſtood that they appear full of 
Contradiction, as particularly in the impor- 
tant Caſe of Jacob and Eſau, and other 
Points of a moſt intereſting Nature to 
Mankind in general. In the Subject be- 
fore us, we will trace the ſacred Writings 
as the beſt Interpreters of the Myſteries or 
ſpiritual Truths, and we will pals by the 
numerous Commentators who attempt to 
explain the Revelation by Heatheniſh Kites 
and Ceremonies, Idioms of Speech, and bold 
Eaſtern Metaphors ; than which Method 
nothing can be more abſurd, and the Effect 
ſhews the Inſufficiency of it, as nothing but 
a total Ignorance of the true inward Senſe 
can ariſe from it, which has long overſpread 
the Face of Chriſtendom.

of Days, the moſt high God, the Ordainer 


of Days, Times and Seaſons, that is, the God 
before all Ages; I ſay, ſtand before him, 
{a} though his Throne be Flames of Fire, 
and his Wheels burning Fire: A Stream of 
Fire goeth from his Face ; thouſand of thou- 
ſands miniſter before him, and ten thou- 
ſand of thouſands ſtand before him. Yes, 
O bleſſed God, they do; and every one has 
his Cloud of Glory filled with ſeven Spirits of 
Light from thy Countenance, and live for 
ever in the Brightneſs and ineffable Joys of 
thy Preſence. 

If we purſue the Cloud under the Goſ- 
pel, we ſhall find the ſame Teſtimony as 
the Law and Prophets had given before. 

The firſt Diſcovery of Chrift as Son of 
the moſt high God, was at his Transfigu- 
ration, when a luminous Cloud overſhadowed 
him and his three Witneſſes, Peter, James 
and John. This was called by our Lord 
the Son of Man coming in his Kingdom, 
Matt, 16. 28. In Marg, it is the Kingdom 
of God in z7s Power : In Luke 9. 27. it is 
called ſimply the Kingdom of God. Thus 
his Kingdom given at the Time mentioned 
. by the / two beloved Servants of the 
Lord and his Chriſt; the Kingdom of God 


in Power, and the Kingdom was revealed 


under the Cloud, when he and his Wit- 
neſſes

neſſes were clothed with the GLORY. 
To prove this Manifeſtation the ſame, as 
the Cloud of Fire under the Law, called by 
that diſtintive Name, the GLORY of JE- 
HOVAH, the Apoſtle bears this Teſtimo- 
ny; We (a) were Eye Witneſſes of his (*) 2 Fet- 
Majeſty, when he received from God, the 
Father, Honour and Glory, when there 
came this Voice from the excellent Glory, 
this is my beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleaſed. A Portion of this Glory our Lord 
gave to his Diſciples, when he ſays, I have 
given them the Glory, O Father, which 
thou gaveſt unto me %. To keep in view () John 
the ſame important Truth, when Chrift '7* 
deſcribes his own Power, he ſays, when 
the (c) Son of Man ſhall come in his Glory, () Mat: 
the ſame as his Father's, who gave it to 25. 31. 
him ; and then tells us what that Glory is ; 
they ſhall fee the Son of d Man coming in (% Matt. 
the Clouds of Heaven with Power and great“! 3%: 
Glory. This we are told in Ch. 26. 64. 
is the Son of Man fitting on the r:ght Hand 
of Power, and coming in the Clouds of Hea- 
ven; 1o that the right Hand of Power and 
the Clouds of Heaven fignify the ſame 
Thing. In Luke 21. 27. our Lord repre- 
ſents his higheſt Exaltation by coming in a 
Cloud with Power and great Glory, great —

Apoſtle who knew what the Kingdom of 
God ſignifies, ſays, that the Saints would 
be caught up in Clouds to meet the Lord. 
That this was, and is the great Secret of 
his Power and Glory, St. John, after firſt 
telling us, that the Things he of ſpoke, were 
at hand, within reach, opens the Revela- 
tion, v. 7. Behold, he cometh in the Claudi. 
And as Dr. More, {much ſuperior to any 
Divine now living), juſtly obſerves, the 
principal Secret of the Goſpel is that of 
Chriſt creating the heavenly Body; ſo 
theſe ſpiritual Bodies are the Clouds of Hea- 
ven, in which is the Worſhip an Strength 
of God: This is the «white Cloud under the 
Goſpel, the Houſe eternal from the Hea- 
vens, which the Apoſtle taught the Chriſ- 
tians of his Day to groan to be clothed 
with: This is the fine Linen and white 
Raiment which Chriſt councils us to buy of 


him (9, for he only can give it; this is the 
Treaſure in an earthen Veſſel: this is the 


Seed of the Kingdom like Muſtard, of a Di- 
vine Fire which ſhall bear a Body of Clary: 
The Communication of this is the Power

Faith, they might be baptized with a greater 
than Moſes, even Teſus Chriſt, the Heir of 
all Things. Under his Cioud muſt all be 
led in the Paths of Regeneration, through 
the Wilderneſs of this World. The great 
Saviour ſpreads himſelf to all People, as he 
did once viſibly to the Jews. It is this 
Glory which muſt one Day fill the Earth : 
that Day is the Day of the ſeventh Month,
